DEPENDS ON ACTION 


While the resolution does not di- 


rectly legislate the opening and clos- 
ing hours for liquor establishments, 
It makes it the "sense of the council" 
that the dealers abide by the request 
to shorten their hours of business or 
incur danger of losing their licenses. 
Ko reason need be-given by the coun- 
cil for revoking a liquor license under 
the Hart ordinance. 


In addition to the early closing it 


Is further planned to make the open- 
ing hour 7 o'clock in the morning in- 
stead of 6 o'clock.

CONGRESS SHOULD AUTHORIZE PACIFIC 


NAVAL BASE AT ONCE. 


In the first comprehensive account of the report 


of the Helm Naval Commission on a site for the 
new Pacific Coast naval base, THE TRIBUNE yes- 
terday exclusively gave the main considerations 
which led the commission to select Alameda. Perti- 
nent details of other recommendations were also 
published for the first time. 


It develops that the Helm Commission has 


recommended suitable legislation during the pres- 
ent session of Congress for inaugurating the con- 
struction of the base. An initial appropriation of 
§6.000,000 is asked for. on the basis of a six-year 
construction program. This is not a large appro- 
priation to ask at this session, and in view of the 
base facilities required to care for the completed 
vessels of the 
8500.000.000 building 
program 


launched two years ago. and appropriation for the 
construction of the last third of which is asked of 
the present session of Congress by Secretary 
Daniels, the work on the Pacific Coast base ought
